CULTURE 


Pelargoniums grow in most any soil, but preferably in 
sandy loamy soil. Can be grown in full sun or partial shade. 
Delicate colors retain their full color by growing them in 
part shade. Leaf mould is always a welcome addition, also 
fertilizer, any commercial or Well rotted manure, about once 
a year. Not too often. Watering often during the Summer 
months. or blooming seascn, whenever quite cry. not too dry. 
Depending on soil ard location. During the winter months 
after trimming, or pruning is done, do not water for several 
weeks. Then watering only when very dry. For potted plants, 
they require a richer soil, sand humus, medium garden loam, 
well rotted manure and commercial fertilizer sparingly. 
During the spring and summer months they can be fed with 
small amounts of fertilizer every month or so. Or use liquid 
fertilizer. Plants should be pinched back a few months be- 
fore blooming season which begins March and April, depend- 
ing on weather and location.
